Licen*ing of dogs 
will a!so be handled at the clifiic 
at the regular fee of $1.50 for 
males and spayed females and $2 
for females. 

The clinic is a part of a country- 
wide program to publicize the an- 
ti-rabies ordinance pa*sed by the 
county board of supervisors Dec. 
28, 1947.
